The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to show or teach applicant's claimed folding device for a treadmill 
comprising first a first connecting rod connecting the first and second posts of a 
treadmill frame; a first pivot seat which extends centrally from the first connecting rod 
and a rack which extends upwardly from the treadmill main frame to the first connecting 
rod; the treadmill platform having a second connecting rod secured transversely on 
the bottom of the platform, and a second pivot seat which extends from the second 
connecting rod; the folding device comprising: first post pivotally connected to the first 
seat and a second post received in the first post; a spreading post movable within the 
first post; the second post having a spreading rod movable therein which is capable of 
extending from the second post and to move within the spreading posts moves within 
the spreading rod; a locking device mounted on the first post ; the first post having a 
first pivot hole , the second post having a first ear extending from the first end of the 
second post, and a first pin for interconnecting the ear and pivot hole; the spreading 
post having a second pivot hole, and the spreading rod having a second ear, and a 
second pin for interconnecting the second pivot hole and the second ear.
